Lexington. Ky.. Oct. 2.—[Special.]— 
For the first time In Che history of th'.s 
city business was almost nt a stand 
still to-day through the orufade w'aged 
by Ihe Law and Order League against 
the opening of saloons on the SJubbalh. 
Mayor Thomas A. Combs and Police 
Commissioners C. J. Rronston, Ernest L 
March, W. H, May and Dr. J. E. Neely 
exproFsed ithe belief that It would be 
unjust to discriminate against certain 
claaees of business, and issued orders 
to the police and doteciive departments 
to close every kind of business In tlie 
etty at midnight Baturday. Before Is¬ 
suing the order the cbirumlsslon con¬ 
sulted City Solldtor Clay, and It was 
his opinion that the haw affected all 
places of business In the dty, any trade 
or calling, save and excefnt such as are 
for ctoazitable purposes or an actual 
necessity. 

When the clock struck 12 the doors of 
all the saloons were closed light. The 
wlenerw'urst stands, the night hawks 
and fruit stands ceased to ply their 
calling, and squads of police patroled 
up and down tho thoroughfares on the 
lookout for those w'ho had not Judged 
the time aright. , Many of the restau¬ 
rants, whWh have never be-fore closed 
Itoelr doors, not umlerstanding the law 
or knowing that the>' came -w’lthln the 
meaning of a business of necessity, 
ofoaed their doors and denied admission 
to all ccimers, and to-diiy It was almost 
Impossible for a hungry man to secure 
a meal.

When the orders were first Issued by 
Chief of Police Reagan In regard to 
the sale of new'spapers, tho correspond¬ 
ent of the Courler-Jburnal sought the 
services o;’ Attorney R. -'V Stoll and 
filed a peliiton against the city of Lex¬ 
ington. Chief Reagan and Chief Mar¬ 
shall, restraining thorn from interfer¬ 
ing wdlh or preventing the sale of the 
Courier-Journal In any way. Following 
the example of the Courier-Journal, the 
local papers also filed petitions, and the 
temporary Injunction was granted by 
Judge Parker. I/t was Impossibly to 
buy a pint of milk, a pound of Ice or a 
glass of soda water to-day. Even drug 
stores, save and except the prescrip¬ 
tion departments, w'ere not permitted 
to transact business, while barber 
shops, cigar stores, fruit stands and 
bootblack parlors all come under the 
ban. and for once the people were made 
to understand what a "tight" Sunday 
really meant. 

WTien the order was Issued to the 
milkmen many of them mode arrange¬ 
ments with their customers by tele¬ 
phone to meet them this morning on 
Ashland avenue Just outside the city 
iUnlts. where the demand for milk was 
supplied. }llany citizens are loud In 
their censure of tho I.iaw and Order 
League, and the Indilcatlons are that 
a bitter fight wdll be made. The Retail 
Liquor Dealers’ Association will most 
likely take up the fight w-hlch the 
league has Inaugurated, and au effort 
w ill be made to repeal the law or so 
amend It that saioons may run on 
Sunday as any other day*.

Milkman Arreated. 

J. H. Parker, who conducts a milk 
depot at the comer of Fourth and Up¬ 
per streets, sent out notices to his cus¬ 
tomers that he w’ould be open as usual 
Sunday morning to deliver milk, but 
as soon as he had opened the doors of 
his establishment at 7 o’clock this 
morning he w’oa sw'ooi>ed dowm upon by 
two patrolmen and marched to police 
headquarters, w'here he was allowed to 
give bond, but was warned not to at¬ 
tempt to carry on hts business further 
with fear of being locked up tor the 
day. Tho order of the Police Commis¬ 
sion was also directed at the Homo 
Construction Company, which has tho 
contract for keeping the streets clean, 
and at midnight the driver of the street 
sweeper was ordered to unhitch his 
horsey and leave the machine standing 
In the middle of the street with a red 
lantern as a danger iHgnal. and as a r.^. 
suit the main thoroughfares of the city 


Armour Packing Company, and two of 
his bookkeepers. W. F Gardner and J. 
E. Proper, we-^ arrested and gave 
bond. They were f^iund In the com¬ 
pany’s office at 4helr desks by the po¬ 
lice. 

L. D. FItzhugh, the North Limestone- 
street druggist, was arrested for sell¬ 
ing a cigar. James Myrea, a barber, 
was arrested, and one saloonkeeper. J. 
B. Crouch, WHS arrested, also charged 
with violating the Sabbath. 

City Solicitor Clay says to-nighc that 
the Sunday closing law does not appty 
to the Ice men and the milkmen, and 
these win be excluded from the prose¬ 
cution. Chief of Detectives Marahall 
.says unless Judge Parker sustains the 
iiijunctlun of the newspaper men and 
livery men. they w’lll have to cease do¬ 
ing business.

Ministers Disapprove Sweeping Order

IN CONDITION OF MR. PAYNE. 


SERIES OF SINKING SPELLS IN 
THE MORNING HOURS. 


A number of ministers referred to 
the order of the city authorities In 
their sermons to-rvlght. Dean Baker P. 
Lee. of Christ church, said: "I approve 
of the order so far as It prevents un- 
nftce.«fRary labor, but think that In some 
respects It goes tou far. In thb re¬ 
spect it Is calculated to produce ridicule 
and obviate the object desired. I heart 
lly believe In the closing of siiloons on 
Sunday, but do not beWeve that mlU 
wagons, new*9boy8 and possibly barber* 
shops should be closed. The stoppinv 
of all necessary buslnessea Is c^^lculatea 
to swing the pendulum of public opln 
Ion to the other extreme Instead of a| 
low'ing It to follow the middle ground." 

Rev. C. H. H. Branch, of the Presby¬ 
terian church, said: "I look upon the 
order Issued by the Chief of Police as 
an Intentional attempt to hinder the 
work of the Law land Order League In 
making it appear as If the league were 
responsible for the sweeping orders is¬ 
sued. w'hlch are far more comprehen- 
elvo than the league had intended, 
am In fav'or of the enforcement of the 
statute as It Is upon the statute book 
and as Interpreltnl by the Court of Ap¬ 
peals, but not as Interpreted by any 
public official who Is animated by In¬ 
sincere motives. If the Chief of Police 
W'ere sincere In his attempt at Sunday 
closing I would moat heartily favor th 
steps taken." 


WITH REVOLVERS 


OHIO OFFICERS PROTECT NEGRO 
FROM ANGRY CROWD. 


HE HAD KILLED A WHITE MAN 


Prisoner Is Landed In Jail At Bel- 
laire—There Is Much Feel¬ 
ing Against Him. 


\Mjeellng. W. Va„ Oct. 2.—Carl 
Getchel. a young w'hite man. was shot 
and killed to-dny at Bellalre, Ohio, op 
poslte this city, by Jack Terry, a negro. 
Immijdlately following the killing 
great crowd gathered and Joined In the 
chase of the negro, who was captured 
within half an hour. There were cries 
of ’’Kill, kill." from hundreds of 
throats, but Officer Goode and Marshall 
Mahone, who soon came to the assist¬ 
ance of the arresting officer, drew their 
revolvers and held the crowd at bay 
until other officers arrived, w’hen a cor¬ 
don w'HH formed, and amid jeera and 
threats the murderer was taken to tho 
city Jttll, where he is now confined. 

To-night the excitement In Bellalre la 
general, and there are fears of lynching. 
Getchel was popular and his friends are 
cn-’lng for vengeance. 

Getchel and several friends w'ere sit¬ 
ting In Cherry Alley, when Terry, who 
lived In a nearby shanty, came out and 
made insulting remarks, saying the 
alley was exclusively for colored peo 
pie, and demanding that Getohel and 
his companions leave. The latter re¬ 
fused, and warm words follow'ed. 
Getchel Inviting the colored man to the 
•commons" to settle their differences 
In a fistic argument. Terry made no 
respon.se except to pull his revolver 
ajid begin shooting. Three shots were 
fired, the second penetrating the left 
breast Just over the heart, and Getchel 
fell dead.

IN BANDITS' 'HANDS CONTROL 
AN ENTIRE TOWN. 


TWO MEN FROM THE WOODS 


Terrotize a Minnesota Village For 
Five Days and Rob Stores 
and Saloons. 


Duluth, Minn.. Oct. 2.—fSpeclal.]— 
With ugly fe;_5-Fhooter8 as their scep¬ 
ters. two desperadoee have Instituted a 
reign of terror In the village of Little 
Fork, In Northern Itasca county. For 
five days the men have held possessHion, 
robbing stores and patrolling the 
streets. The roofs of all the store 
buildings are as full of holes as pep- 
ber boxes, where the bandits have shot 
In wanton playfulness. The platform 
l^fore the village grocery is equally 
full of holes, where the monarehs have 
firtHi at the tiring feet of dancing vil¬ 
lagers to make them step livelier. 

The men came out of the northern 
woods last Wednesday. Only to-day 
did a runner, who stole secretly out of 
town, bring the news to the outside 
world, asking aid. He appc«iled to the 
Sheriff In Grand R;iplds. the county 
scut. 'Vhen the c^'urier left, the men. 
Inflamed by whisky, were becoming 
Ugly. It la feared lives may have l>een 
lost. 

The desperadoes began their rule In 
Beasley & Olson’s saloon. After spend. 
Ing aji hour In the place thej' set the 
proprietor to durKing to the accom 
panlment of pistol shots. Then they 
"shot up*’ the place and robbed the 
60 fe of 8150. 

Then lH>gan their real sway. TllLs In 
all the stores In the \ilJage gave up 
their cash and the men seized what¬ 
ever took their fancy. ’The town Is 
many miles from the nearest railroad 
and is without any means of communi¬ 
cation with the outside world. 


Russia, It Is Said, Has Determined 
To Stake the Whole Issue 
of the War. 


BALTIC SQUADRON TO MOVE. 


Efforts by the Rufsling to retake po¬ 
sitions commanding the water supply 
of Port Arthur have resulted In hard 
fighting, t.toe losses on both sides being 
reported to have been heavy. The Jap¬ 
anese retain the e'en-tested ground. It 
is said that heavy guns newly mount¬ 
ed threaten I’he Russian warships In 
the harbor of Port Arthur, which may 
now be fenced to go out and face the 
fleet of Admiral Togo.

ON HAZARD OF BEA FIGHT. 

Russia Now Expects To Stake All 
Her Chances. 

8t. Petersburg, Oct. 3. 2 a. m.—An¬ 
nouncement Is made that Emperor 
Nicholas will visit Rovalon Tuc<»day to 
bid farewell to the Baltic squadron. 
After months of preparation and sev¬ 
eral false starts, it is believed that t4)C 
squadron Is at lost on the eve of its 
departure upon Its long Journey. A di¬ 
vision in the admiralty has existed 
throughout the period of preparation 
regarding the advlsubllltj' of sending 
out the squadron, but with the decis¬ 
ion to double the size of the Manchu¬ 
rian army and press the war with 
vigor, the logic of those who for months 
have insisted that every available ship 
should be dispatched t-o the Far East 
has finally prevailed. The argument 
that no pomplete victory ovcj* the Jap¬ 
anese Is possible unless the command 
of the sea is w’rested from them could 
not be ov»'rcome, and, though much val¬ 
uable time has been lost and the mo¬ 
ment seems Iniuiaplclous, It I.m officially 
Intimated that an Irrevocable decision 
has been taken to dispatch the Baltic 
fleet, even if the Forth Arthur squad¬ 
ron should be annihilated before Its ar¬ 
rival there. 

It Is realized that the squadron, 
w'hlch, on paper Is about equal In fight- 
Ing strength to that of the Japanese 
fleet, will be much belter able to en¬ 
counter the foe now than next spring, 
after the Japanese ships have had all 
winter to clean, repair and refit.

The question of the war in the Far 
East will depend u-i>on the Issu,- of a 
sea fight after the arrival of the Baltic 
fleet. Vladivostok, although Icebound in 
winter for commercial ships, con easily 
be kept open for a fleet of war vessels- 
by means of Ice-breakers. If the Jap¬ 
anese fleet Is caught In such a weaken- 
c<l condition that the Baltic ships are 
able to win a victory, officials here hold 
that other problems will solve them¬ 
selves. and. with the Japanese cora- 
munJcatlons severed, the Japanese array 
on the mainland will be at the mercy of 
Russia. 

Thhi bo-ldly-announccd programme 
seems to stake the whole Issue upon sea 
fighting.

Around Port Arthur On the 28th and 
29th of September. 

Che Foo, Oct. 2. 6 p. Tn.--Severe fight¬ 
ing. the Ru-sslans beirvg the aggrcMiors, 
occurred Septerrober 28 and 29 on the 
wt’st shore of Llaorl promonton*. near 
Pigeon Bay, according to a report 
brought hy <Thlnese who left Port Ar¬ 
thur .Septem/ber 30. The Russians al¬ 
ready apparently are attempting to 
capture the heavy guns which the Jap¬ 
anese have mounted in that vicinity. 
The Ruoylans were In considerable force 
and thej' made several sorties, diragglng 
field nrilllery with them. They were 
unsucees.sful, however. Three Junks 
with 160 coolies arrived here to-day. 
They left Port Arthur because they 
were forced to carry the wounded and 
bury the dead. They al.^w were afraid 
Uhat eventually they would have no 
food, although Hee Is ^dentlful now. ac¬ 
cording to their stories. They further 
say Chat the Russians lost heaWly dur¬ 
ing the attacks of September 19 and 
September 23, but the Japanese loss 
was much heavier. One of the coolies 
who had been a xvaicr carrier showed 
A wounded hand that he received Sep¬ 
tember 22. He and four conrpanlons 
went to a well in the center of the 
town. A shell bunt and killed three 
of his comi>an1on8 and wounded the 
fourth one. 

The Russian ships were silent during 
tho baitle, and the bllherto unused 
merchant ships were, as a result of the 
flght, turned Into hospllal.s. 

Several of the i.Tilnese wh-o were em¬ 
ployed In carrying dead say that the 
dead were so numerous that they were 
unable to form anything like an esti¬ 
mate of the number who fell In attack¬ 
ing and defending the supplementary 
forts near Itz mountain. Since the 
battle both sides continue Uo fihell at 
lnter\’als dally. The Russians make 
many small sorties against the Jap¬ 
anese trenches. Small positions fre¬ 
quently change hands. 'Hie Chinese say 
they were compelled to bury the dead 
hy stealth at night for the reason that 
the Japanese would fire on them. 

DESPERATE EFFORTS 

By the Russians To Retake Lost Po¬ 
sitions At Port Arthur. 

Toklo. Oct. 2. 6 p. m.—The Russians 
are reported to be desperately endeav¬ 
oring to retake their lest positions, in¬ 
cluding Fort Kuropatkln. In the hope 
jf restoring the water supply of Fori 
Arthur. They are said to have assault¬ 
ed the Japanese, after shelling from 
neighboring forts and batteries. The 
Japanese continue to hold the po«ltions. 
Both sides are said to have suffered 
severely. The newly mounted heavy 
Japanese guns are raid to command the 
entire haiibor. The position of the rem¬ 
nant of the Russian Port Arthur fleet 
Is said to be precarious, and it Is be¬ 
lieved the vessels must soon emerge or 
be destroyed. 

Advices .from Manctouiia are to the 
effect that the Japanese and Russian 
outposts and scouts continue In close 
contact, south, southeast and east of 
Mukden. Sklnmlshes are occurring 
dally, and an aggregate general action 
Is expected soon. 

It is believed that the general en¬ 
gagement v,M\ take place near Tie Pass 
and that Oen. Kuropatkln is holding 
Mukden and poritlon.9 along the Hun 
river merely to temporarily check the 
Japanese advance. Snow has fallen 
In the mounulns east of Mukden, and 
there has been frost In the vallej's. 

The First Japanese Trains 
Gen. Oku's Headquarters in the Field, 
Ocl. 1, 4 p. m., via Fusan, Oct. 2.— 
'The first Japanese train arrived at 
Liao Yang this afternoon. The gauge 
of the railroad has been changed from 
Dalny to New Chwang. A regular 
^hedule of trains will be estiiblislied In 
a few days. Engines and cars have 
been brought from Japan.

Hon. John Slmrp WIlHams. Chalrmsn,

Dear Sirs: in accordance with custom, 
and my promise when notified by your 
committee at White Sulphur Springs, on 
August 17, of mj' nomination for tho of- 
flre of Vice President. J sirbmit ibo fol¬ 
lowing observations ui>o^ some o& the 
questions now before the country. 

The times are propitious for the rein¬ 
statement of the DemocraUc party In 
control of the Government. The public 
mind Is being dlsUluatoned of the preten¬ 
sion of the Kepubilcnn party, so long and 
so arrogantly made, that the material 
prosjK'rity of the country depends upon its 
ascendancy. Thrnghtful and patriotic 
pe<^ple are becoming more and more dis¬ 
trustful of the hcuuly und per^ional elo- 
ineni of the preSimt Administration, and 
are more than willing to see It replaced 
by ono that belter recognizes constitu¬ 
tional and other lawful restraints. They 
demand that the present wasteful ex¬ 
travagance In the exr>endlture of the 
money, drawn by taxation from the In¬ 
dustry of the people, shall cease, end that 
^onomy and honesty in the public serv¬ 
ice shall he again regarded as virtues in 
the high plRcie of the Government.

Frankfort, Ky.. Oct. 2.—[Special.] “I 
will Bel my pardon when the algn 
rlgWt." was a remark made by Clem 
Buchter. the Lroufsvllle murderer, about 
the time John Buchter, hla brother, wa« 
clrcutatinB a petition In l»ulsvllle ad¬ 
dressed to Lieut. Gov. William P. 
Thorne. The above remark waa made 
to Pred Horatmeyer, an employe of the 
Frankfort Chair Company, and fore¬ 
man of the department of that conv 
pany'fl plant Inside the prison waJls In 
which Buchter labored. Buchter had 
aeveral time*, approached Mr. Horst- 
meyer on the subject of a pardon, and 
this last remark was os if the matter 
was settled. 

The foreman told of the remark to¬ 
day to a party of friends who were dls- 
cuasInB the action of the Lieutenant 
Governor in extendInB clemency to the 
murderer. He told of Buchter asking 
his assistance some several months ago 
and telling him that there would be 11.- 
000 In it for him. 

*T told him to go back to work.** said 
the foreman in snibstance, *'ihat 1 ccnlA 
»ot be of any assistance to him in ihm 
matter. Tt was several months later 
and lately that he ca^ie again to me 
and told me he was going to get out 
w-hen the sign got right. I paid no at¬ 
tention to the remark at the time.*' Mr. 
Horsimeyer also verified the atatemenl 
made heretofore and published that 
Buchter had none of the physical Ills 
related In the petition for his pardon, 
and upon which Oov. Thorne baaed It. 

According to his statement the case 
of locomotor ataxia was simply a bad 
case of corns. The partial blindness 
told of made Its appearance in the put¬ 
ting on of a pair of eye-glasses within 
the week the pardon was granted. The 
mental derangement never appeared to 
the e>'e of the prison p^hyslclan or war¬ 
den. for Buchter lost but four days 
from labor In trwo y«^rs, and took med- 
fetne twice, both limes for- insomnia. 
Buchter worked with uiachlnerj*, about 
wiilch the humane offldals of the prisrm 
would not have allowed a man men¬ 
tally or physically 111 fo go. At least 
one person In FmaVkfort has small 
trinkets made at odd times by the 
murderer, which demonstrate good 
judgment and eyesight. 

Inquiry at the State prison shows 
that the pardoned murderer was fur¬ 
nished transportation to Louisville on 
the afternoon of the day of Ws release. 
A rule of the Institution Is that prison¬ 
ers must upon their release by expira¬ 
tion of sentence or pardon be returned 
to the place where they were con-vlcted, 
and this rule was not departed from 
In this case. It is thought iby some that 
Buchter has gone to Cincinnati. There 
, tft is sa.ld he has an uncle who owns and 
operates a large furniture manufactur¬ 
ing plant.

A building to coat $20,000 to be used 
as a parish house will be constructed 
on Second mreel. between Green and 
Walnut, within the next two yearn by 
the Christ Church Cathedral. 'This has 
been made possible by the gift of S. 
fi'hru5lon Ballard, who purchased and 
presented to the trustees of the cath¬ 
edral, a few days ago. the property ad¬ 
joining the pio^ent parish houae. 

The preecTvtatlon of the property to 
the cathedral by Mr. Ballard (»me a# a 
great surprise to the members, although 
It has been krvown for some time by 
the chapter Uiat he had some such p)on 
in v'lew. Nearly a year ago the dean of 
the cathediul, the Rev. C. F5. CraVk. ex¬ 
pressed a wish for a n^w parish house 
which would do honor to the nvagnlfi- 
cerrl calhedml which is in his care. The 
present parish house consists of an old 
private residence, which was purchased 
by the members of the cathedral zonve 
years ago. It ha# been pul to numer¬ 
ous uses, such as a place for the meet- 
li>g of committees, the various char¬ 
itable and allied organizations of the 
cathedral, choir rooms, etc. This Is In 
a dilapidated stale of repair and en 
tirely Inadiequate to the demands put 
upon U# capacity. For this reason, a 
movement has been on foot In the 
church for some time to purchase prop 
erty near the building and erect a 
handsome structure. 

A year ago the property next door to 
the parish house was advertised for 
sale. At that time an effort was made 
to secure the funds to purchase the 
building, but tills was found Impossible 
an<l It was sold. A few months ago Mr. 
Ballard announced to Dr. Cralk that ho 
would purclvase the building and pre¬ 
sent It to the cathedral If the mov'e- 
ment for a new parish house should be 
•prosecuted to the end. 'This sxis agreed 
to by I>r. CValk. and a few da>-B ago 
the deeds n^re recorded tranaFferrlng 
the property to the cathedral.

To Raiee Fund. 


Steps are now being taken by the 
members of the Cathedral to start 
"Parish House Fund." with which to 
construct the building which will oc¬ 
cupy the two lots. 'Tills fund Is to tie 
contributed by the members of the 
congregation, and Mr. Ballard has also 
promised to aid largely In its collec¬ 
tion. No attempt will be made to erect 
a building which will cost, less than 
$20,000. This mark has beefl fixed as 
the minimum sum. but If possible a 
more cosily structure will be er^ted. 
Tbe proposed building will contain all 
of the advantages and more of the 
comforts of most parish houses, and 
Dr. Cratk will begin to Investigate 
such buildings in other cities In the 
near future. Drawings will soon ^ 
prepared, but actual construction will 
not begin on the building for about 
two years. 

.\ccordlng to the Initial plans, the 
structure will contain rooms for the 
choirs of the Cathedral, well appointed 
and furnished reading-rooms, a g>'m- 
naslum. hath and recreation rooms, 
rooms for the meetings of the various 
committees of the church and a gen¬ 
eral assembly hall, where lectures can 
be heard. It Is the plan to make the 
building the center of the social life of 
the Cathedral. It Is the hope of Dr. 
Cralk to have the building completed 
In time for hts tweniy-flfth anniversary 
na rector of Chrtsi CTiurch (Cathedral. 
He has had charge of the church for 
twenty-1 wo years.

The general apathy which prevails 
In the pre.sent campaign I# a favorable 
sign for the Democrats, according to 
Senator J. C. S. Blackburn, who was 
In Ix>ulsvdlle last night on hJs way to 
Russellvdlle, where he will open the 
Democratic campaign to-day. The Sen¬ 
ator says that the same lack of Interest 
was manifest In 1892. when the i>ariy In 
power was swept away and the Demo¬ 
crats won a remarkable v'Ictory. He 
coniftrued this present feeling of un¬ 
concern a# a sign that Parker and 
Davds will be elected.

Con¬ 
dition# are somewhat similar to 1S92. 
when Mr. Cleveland was elected. There 
was the same lack of Interest In the 
election, and it was the slowest cam¬ 
paign, with the exception of the pres¬ 
ent one. that 1 have ever seen. 

"During that year the rtopubllcans. 
who were In power, could not wake up 
the voters and they were downed. I

WILL HIRE ONLY YOUNG MEN. 


Carnegie Steel Company Makes For¬ 
ty Years the Age Limit For 
Taking On Workers. 


New York. Oct. 2.—A Pittsburg 
telegram to the Post says; Tlie Car¬ 
negie Steel Company ha# is.sued a cir¬ 
cular letter to the superintendent# of 
the different plant# and to the heads of 
the departments in the plants Instruct¬ 
ing them to employ no men over thir¬ 
ty-five years of age In certain depart¬ 
ments and extending the age limit 
to forty In others. The rule does not 
apply to laborers. 

The order affects a large number of 
the most expert steel men. During the 
last few years numerous now steel 
plants have been erected In different 
districts and tempting offer.# were made 
to the old nnd most expert employes. 
In many cnaieH the new offers were ac¬ 
cepted and men left the places where 
a majority of them had been employed 
for the last twenty years nnd entered 
upon the new work. 

'The recent reaction jn the steel and 
Iron industry left many of these plants 
Idle and the men out of employment. 
This, coupled with the unlvenwil re¬ 
sumption of the Curnt'gle mills In the 
Pittsburg district, enticed hundreds of 
these men back to their old homes, 
only to meet the discouraging state¬ 
ment that no man over thirty-five years 
would be employed. These men are In 
the majority of cases Scotch. Irish, 
English and "VN^lsh. nnd came to this 
country during the big Infiux of skilled 
Iron and steel workers In the early 
eighties. 

It is said that the announcement w’ns 
made over one month ago. but great se¬ 
crecy was observed In Its enforcement, 
and It only became known through the 
efforts of one of the most skilled open- 
hearth steel men employed In the 
Homestead works to re-enter the ser¬ 
vice of the Carnegie Steel Company 
after being absent at Buffalo for one 
year.

Monongahela, Pa., Oct. 2.—The Hon. 
Gecmge V. Lawrence Is dead, aged 
eighty-nlne. He served many terms in 
teh State Legislature and three terms 
In Congress and was one of the most 
popular men in the State.

Fairbanks, who might have 
stood foB the first place, was forced to 
take thel second, for the reason that 
the morp temperate and refiectlng 
members of the party, properly esti¬ 
mating tbe fantastical character and 
antecedents of Theodore Roosevelt, 
sought a make-weight, some offset, a 
certain anchor to windward qjb It were, 
In the semsible, sturdy Senator from 
Indiana, who hailed from the right 
point of tfiie political compass and was 
rich enoi;qgh to help along the cam¬ 
paign fund. If the ticket were exactly 
reversed It would be stronger; because 
there Is nothing wrong about the off 
end of It, except Ms partylsm. Mr. 
Fairbanks Is Indeed a conservative, as 
he is a modest, man. In the White 
House he could be relied on not to play 
Harlequin, and certainty hls personal in¬ 
fluence wouW be thrown upon the side 
of the Moderates and against 1;^e Rad¬ 
icals- As nwjtters stand, however, this 
Is neither here nor there, for It Is 
Roosevelt, not Fairbanks, who is the 
candidate for President, and this brings 
us -back to our starting point, that the 
suggestion of Theodore Roosevelt for 
President of the United States at the 
time when he was nominated for Vice 
President w’ould have been regarded by 
thoughtful people of ell parties as posi- 
lively grotesque. 

What has he done since then which 
should make it less so? 

II. 

Whilst McKinley lay dying at Buf¬ 
falo. the Vice President went a-hunt- 
Ing. It was ^early, If not quite, twen¬ 
ty-four hours after the supremo mo¬ 
ment, before he could be got at. 

This was the conduct of a heartless 
and a selfish man, bent upon hls ow(i 
pleasure, or else of a vain, and equally 
selfish and heartless man. bent on the 
exploitation of hls sportsmanship. In 
either event It w’aa unfeeling and un¬ 
becoming. 

The pretext offered In extenuation 
was that McKinley had been pro¬ 
nounced out of danger, a trivia) after¬ 
thought, whVrh had met more adequate 
crttldsm except that the public mind, 
unused to holding the Vice President 
to any serious accountability, was di¬ 
verted to other xnatters, and that the 
hero newly arrived uipon the scene w'ns 
so profuse with good promises.

Tet, as surely as the day follows the 
night, will a day of wrath wall upon 
reckless partisan Government, unjust 
sectional Government, upon a Govern¬ 
ment chiefly of greed and hate. It Is 
only a question of time when Labor, 
already waking up to Its Importance 
as a political factor, will begin to as¬ 
sert Itself and demand an accounting. 
Shall there be no intermediary? Shall 
there be no middle-ground? Shall we 
have another “Irrepressible conflict?** 
Must the Extremist and the Irreconclla- 
blOy alwajra dominate our National 
Emergencies?

It was the 
act of a foolish President. If it was de¬ 
sign. It w’Hs the act of a callous man. 
But, there ought to be no misreading 
of the Indlatiola affair and the Crum 
appointment. In the one case on en 


earthly confidence, the suffrage of a 
people exercising dominancy In the 
world of affairs and the rulershlp of 
the greatest of the Nations at a critical 
period In the world’s history.

Three persona supposed to possess 
the public favor have been put forward 
to make the case of this claimant. They 
are Col. John Hay, Secretary of State; 
Judge William H. Taft. Secretary of 
War. and the Hon. Ellhu Root, whom 
Judge Taft immediately succeeded in 
tho War Office. Each la a special 
pleader for the defense, though no one 
of thorn deigns to answer the Indict¬ 
ment except in general terms; two of 
them, Messrs. Hay and Taft, being 
members of the claimant’s official fam¬ 
ily, whilst the third, Mr. Root, but late¬ 
ly 80 , W’as not more the attorney for 
William M. Tweed, whom he faithfully 
served, than he is the attorney of Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt, whom as faithfully he 
la serving. They are gentlemen of char¬ 
acter and ability. Yet they use such 
hyperbole, they speak in such terms of 
panegyric, as may be sought In vain 
outside the literature of courts and 
courtiers. 

Fox said of Thurlow that he must be 
a hypocrite since no one could possibly 
be as wise as he looked. The screeds of 
Messrs. Hay, Taft And Root might be 
similarly dismissed' as being too ful¬ 
some not to be false. According to each 
of them the President Is a model of de¬ 
corum—since hls nomination—and a lis¬ 
tener singularly s>’mpathetic and open 
to conviction^—being a candidate—and, 
withal, the moat limpid of understand¬ 
ing and the freest from guile, whilst 
a ruler ever resolute and sagacious— 
w ho has yet appeared upon the stage of 
affairs. 

Either there has been a startling 
change of the Roosevelt heart since the 
adjouminent of the National Repub¬ 
lican Convention, or these contemporary 
historians are being grossly deceived, or 
are grossly deceiving themselves, or are 
purposely bent on grossly deceiving the 
\x>teri; because the Individual who 
went hunting whilst McKinley lay dy 
Ing, wiio lost hls head because of the 
visit of a Prince, who Insulted Miles 
and sllghfted Dewey end Schley—we 
shall come to the larger official trans¬ 
gressions presently—is at this moment 
from hls vantage-place In the White 
House applying all the ways and means 
of machine politics to secure hls elec¬ 
tion, and In'a letter of acceptance over¬ 
flowing with bombastic egotism, glories 
In the record he has made; the Postal 
shuffie, the Northern Securities dicker, 
the Panama villainy, and all the rest of 
It; yea, has for a flgure-head, hls own 
confldential Man of All Work, lately a 
member of hla Cabinet, through whom 
he personally works the familiar arts 
of the Spoils system, the patronage of 
the Office, the blood-money of the un¬ 
derlings, and the blackmail w’rting from 
the half-consenting beneflclarles of tl\^ 
Protective Tariff. 

Nothing so shameless and audacious 
was ever before heard of In American 
politics. 

Yet the author of these proceedings 
is held up before us as a very miracle 
of wisdom and ^irtue. The parly which 
bVeks him because It has to. does not 
dare to argue the case. We hear noth¬ 
ing from its organs but blatant asser¬ 
tion, or baseless abuse. Is It not time 
that the people consider the meaning of 
such mdsusage. both of the official fabric 
and the power of parly oreranlsm, and, 
looking closer Into the motives of 
their public men, that they look some- 


stnoyed, the furies let loose, only the 
sword will stand between, the vast ac¬ 
cretions of wealth plied up In a single 
section, and theiPlamlng Monster with¬ 
out a head. Three weeks before the. 
War of ^>e<?tlone, leading newspapers 
and eminent statesmen were predicting 
that there would be no war. Had the 
people foreseen it, had there been timely 
provision, there would have been none. 
The Republican leaders, under the 
Roosevelt Influence, are carrying 
things with as high a hand now 
os the Democratic leaders then were 
carrying the same hand—the hand of 
desperate partisan absolutism—and^ if 
they be commissioned four years long¬ 
er, they will precipitate a crisis greater 
even than Secession, first through an¬ 
other overhauling of the South, breed¬ 
ing ruinous sectional agitation, and 
then through the oppressions of the 
High Protective Tariff, made secure to 
the Trusts by the reduction of the rep¬ 
resentation of half the grain-growing, 
cotton-producing States, which need no 
Protection. 

TTieodore Roosevelt Is precisely the 
man suited to the realization of these 
ruinous conditions. Himself both reck¬ 
less and radical, madly anrbltlous, hat¬ 
ing the Southern people with a hatred 
inevitable to the renegade to blood and 
kindred, he needs but the opportunity to 
drive the Knife of Portylem, Sectional¬ 
ism and Negrolsm deep Into the vitals 
of the South; and. when he has done 
this. It will be too late even for the 
good and reasonable i>eople of the 
North to cry out aghast before the con- 
sequenceo of their own shortcoming In 
having taken so much as a chance In 
such a catastrophe. 

They owe \i to themselves, they owe 
It to us, they owe It to the genius of 
our Institutions, to put forth a saving 
hand whilst they may. In 1896, the 
Money and Credit of the Nation were 
at stake. The Courier-Journal broke 
away from Its party to stand by the 
country. That country is to-day in far 
greater danger from Theodore Roose¬ 
velt than ever It vrmm from William 
Jennlnge Bryan. At most Mr. Bryan 
could only have disordered the finances. 
Mr. Roosevelt strikes at the heart of 
the public security and order, first 
through the South, and then through 
the assertion of prerogatives never con¬ 
templated by the Fathers of the Repub¬ 
lic and nowhere granted by the Consti¬ 
tution. 

The alternative In any and in every 
event la perfect safety for all Interests, 
danger to none, and, if It be the will of 
God to preserve as He has made us a 
Nation—a Nation of Free Men, self- 
respecting, intelligent and virtuous— 
the people of the North—who have the 
decision in their oum hands—will dash 
to earth the Cup of Poison offered them 
by Theodore Roosevelt filled to the 
brim with humiliation to the South 
and menace to the Nation, 


pltlous for the relnslaiement of the 
Democr.atlc party In control of the Gov¬ 
ernment. Thoughtful people are be¬ 
coming more and more distrustful of 
the heady and personal element of Uie 
present Admlntetraiion. The expend¬ 
itures of the Government are reviewed, 
and their alarming Increase pointed 
out. The pension order is censured as 
“legislation by executive usurpation,’’ 
•wlhlch is a rather felicitous phrase. The 
Panama Incident and ImperlallsTn are 
discussed from the standi>olnt of ^ the 
Democratic platform. 

“Indirect taxation,” says Mr. Da\is, 
“needs, by reason of Us Indirectness, 
to be watchfully guarded.’’ Many of the 
existing tariff rates are excessive and 
enable powerful corporations to exact 
excessive tribute. Relief from these 
conditions will only come through the 
success of the Democratic party, which 
stands for such a ctiange in the Urlff 
as will equalize tftve burdens of taxa¬ 
tion and make honest competition pos¬ 
sible. Local self-government should be 
cherished. Arbitration Ss to be encour¬ 
aged. as well in the court of nations 
as in Industrial Mfe. The rdhabllllatlon 
of the disappearing race Issue by the 
Republicans is to be deprecated. Pecu¬ 
lation and fraud In the public service 
should be reprejwed. The civil service 
law should be enforced more faithfully 
than. Is done by the Republicans.

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The Opening of the Campaign. 

The presidential campaign, delayed 
somewhat beyond the usual period of 
activity, may now be said to be fairly 
on, and from this time until the elec¬ 
tion stirring times may be expected 
throughout the country. The present 
preliminary contest has been marked 
with more’ delfberute w'ork and less 
desultory and spasmodic display than 
Is usual In presidentlal years. The ex¬ 
planation Is easy. Formerly free rein 
wras given to the popular evolution of 
the campaign, and local enthusiasm 
was worked up as an evolution of the 
interest naturally felt in the premlaws 
by the people. Latterly It has become 
more a matter of organization and 
formal direction by the trained party 
leaders, with a view to the concenira- 
tlon of united effort and the conserva¬ 
tion of enthusiasm until the nearer ap¬ 
proach of the election. The activity, 
instead of being among the Individual 
voters, has been for wreeks among the 
naU 9 nal and State organizations. In 
perfecting the macihlnery for concerted 
action In the districts, precincts and 
wards, just as In a military campaign 
preparation is made In the camp by 
discipline and drill for more efficient 
work on the day of battle. 

With to-day the campaign will be in¬ 
augurated in Kentucky and work be 
begun in the hustings. The election be¬ 
ing but five weeks off, the Intervening 
period win be one of stirring activity 
here, as throughout the country gen¬ 
erally. *rhe season is favorable for the 
work. The farmer has gotten through 
the busy season, and with crops se¬ 
cured, or so nearly so as to enable 
Mm to give hls thoughts to hls highest 
duty as a citizen, and with the heat of 
the summer past, he is In good condi¬ 
tion for exercising hls rights In shap¬ 
ing the destinies of the country by the 
election of the best pi?esldentlal ticket. 
While the function of the orator, as 
the organ- of education or exhortation to 
duty, has giv'en way largely to the In¬ 
fluence of the press, there Is still the 
lingering Interest In public dl^usslon 
whldh invites the public orator to hls 
calling and rewards hls efforts by at¬ 
tention to hls discourse and the ap¬ 
plause It may merit. It is well that It 
Is so, and it Is to be hopod' that the 
time may be dlirtant before the honored 
custom ts abandoned. In the multitude 
of counsel Is safely, and in these public 
meetings the good will remain from the 
mlngMng of neighbors and voters In¬ 
terested In the affairs of the counlr)*, 
long after the eloquence of older days 
has been eliminated by the printed 
speech or the address read from manu¬ 
script. It is the coming together of the 
people as a manifestation of such In¬ 
terest, more even than the effect of the 
oratory, which is the chief facfior for 
good in such demonstrations, as it is 
the oonserv’atlon of the public liberties. 
^^’hen the public Interest is not suffi¬ 
cient to bring them togerther and to 
keep up the alignment of parties then 
public liberty will be In danger from 
mere popular inanition. 

The peojie ow^ It to themselves to 
turn out In this ciimpnlgn and do nil 
in their power to advance the cause of 
true principle. They should not only 
ptrive by their presence to encourage 
their party leaders and 8i>eakers. but 
unite zealou.sly In organizing for victory 
at the |>oU8. Mere party maciilnerj', no 
matter how thoroughly organized, can 
not effect good resUits w Ithout the active 
co-operullon of the voters. They should 
Imbibe the .•»plrit of th.lr leaders and 
become active agents In the organiza¬ 
tion of the party w’hlch will produce 
the beat results. To turn ouit at the 
meeiings and hear gi»od speeches la 
but part of ihclr duty. Each in hls way 
con render some practical service. 
Tliere should be neighborhood and pre- 


Cotton Manufacturing. 

The question whether cotton manu¬ 
facturing in New England Is doomed 
to extinction may seem easy to answer 
In the negratlve, but for all that It con¬ 
tinues to be discussed In the section 
chiefly interested. In view of the con¬ 
tinued Inactivity of the mills there 
may seem some justification for It. 

In hls annual address the other day 
President Walmsley, of the New Eln- 
gland Cotton Manufacturers* Associa¬ 
tion, addressed himself to this ques¬ 
tion, and. It Is hardly necessary to say. 
gave a negative answ’er, w’hlle not 
closing hls eyes to the difficulties in the 
way. One great difficulty Is the matter 
of labor, and he thought that there 
should be more conciliation betw’een 
employers and the employed. But he 
said that the employers might as well 
face the fact that wages cannot be 
brought down to the Southern lev^el, nor 
did he favor a change in the working 
hours. 

On the quei^lon of management, how¬ 
ever, Mr. Walmsley spoke with more 
assurance, and here an Improvement is 
clearly possible. Many of the mills, he 
said, are in a deplorable condition, due 
to a lack of ability of those In charge 
of them. Such mills should go out of 
business, and the sooner the better.*'In 
saying this Mr. Walmsley touches upon 
a point which has been mentioned be¬ 
fore. but has never received the atten¬ 
tion it deserves. The New Ehigland 
cotton manufacturers had things their 
owrn way so long that they were not 
compelled to keep up with the march 
of improvement. They clung to old 
machinery rather than Incur the ex¬ 
pense of providing plants that wrere up 
to date. The time for that has passed. 
New England no longer has a monopoly 
of the business, and so must wake up 
and fight for supremacy. The mill- 
owners persist In believing that they 
are ruined by Southern cheap labor, 
ignoring the fact that the beet-paid 
labor Is the most productive. The bust- 
ness of manufacturing cotton goods 
will not become extinct In New En¬ 
gland, but It will require to be organ¬ 
ized on a better system. The South is 
a dangerous competitor, and In any 
event. New England’s primacy In the 
Industry w'lll nev»er agalsn be so pro¬ 
nounced as it was some years ago.

“Pearl fishing In the rivers of Ken¬ 
tucky Is an Industry w’hkrh engages u 
multitude of persons, and yet the work 
la so greatly eclipsed by other Industries 
that comparatively little of It la known,” 
snKl E. R. Fooehe, who Uv’os on Duck 
river In middle Tennessee, and w’tia at the 
Wr.lard Hotel yesterday. Mr. Fooshe 
oomca from Franklin county, where an 
unusually large number of persons 11 v** 
on Elk and I>uck rivers, and he Is hlm- 
s«*K a close student of the pearl fishing 
business. ’'Fresh water pearls hove re¬ 
cently attained new worth,” he continued, 
“and the business is profVtablo, eepeclailly 
when engaged In by experts, many of 
{whom are lo be found In my section. 
Tho pearls are taken from mussel shells, 
an<j beds of the latter can be found ev¬ 
ery few hundred yards. I am toM that 
a process has been Invented for telling 
when a pearl la In process of formation 
In hn omer shell, and U the gem Is 
found to be only partially developed. It 
Is left to grow. The process Is a modi¬ 
fication of Ihe X-ray. but I doubt If It be 
more effective than the eye of the ex¬ 
perienced psart hunter of the Te nnessee 
and Kenlircky streams. They h^dlc t.hou. 
sanda of shells in a single day, and many 
of them are tossed aside, because tlio 
experienced eye of the pearl fisher tells 
that they are barren. The pearl fishers 
are far from ^elng fools In other partic¬ 
ulars. One at them w’ho Is an old friend 
of mine found a wonderfully well develop¬ 
ed pearl In Elk river, and took It to 
Noshvine and offered It for sale. The 
jeweler offered him $100 for It. but the 
ol dman insisted that it was worth $500. 

“ ’There’s a peart wa{ sekl In a setting 
for $175, and yours Is no such gem, and 
besides has no setting,” remarked the 
Jaweler, as he spun an exquisite pearl 
on the show co-se In hls eagerness to 
drlv^ a good bargain with the old man, 
who looked simple and exceedingly ‘coun¬ 
try.’ 

“ ’Well,* remarked the <fid pearl hunter. 
*1T1 be (turned If I don’t take tbat *un 
at $175 without the setting,* and he fiash- 
0(1 la large roll of bills to the disnuiy 
of the jeweler, whb was game, however, 
and sold the pearl for tl75. The old man 
took the pair of them to New York and 
cleaned up $63). besides hls expensea”

In a striking sermon preached at the 
Church of the Messiah yesterday, the 
Rev. W. H. Ramsay sounded a warn¬ 
ing against the policy of "criminal ag¬ 
gression and ibluifter** which the na¬ 
tion fs purisulng. He* preached the ser¬ 
mon at the invitation of the Peace Con¬ 
gress about to convene. At the outset 
he declared that If anything he should 
say seemed to be a reflection on any 
particular political party, he wanted 
to disabuse his hearers’ minds of that 
notion. He said; "I am dealing with 
the question purely as a moral issue, 
and I know of no question more 'viial^ 
ly related to the supreme purposes of 
the Christian church and the Christian 
ministry." 

Dr. Ramsay said in part; 

• • « 

The Motive of Peace. 


The supreme motive and basis of peace 
among the natluns is the sentiment of hu¬ 
manity. the fact of the divine-human 
brotherhood of the race. The dream of 
the great prophets and poets of human- 
Ky has been of human society ruled by 
righteousness and peace. The evangel of 
Jesus of Nasareth was that of peace on 
earth and good-will among men But the 
world was not ready for eucn a message: 
nor is It yet. I'he Christianity that de¬ 
rived its name from the Christ had for 
centuries little to say or do with the 
moral and spiritual Ideals of Jesus. Chris¬ 
tianity became a great world-power, 
wielding the aw'ord and subduing tne na¬ 
tions to its sway. The church has lost 
Its secular power, but even to-day great 
armies are sent forth upon expeditions of 
conquest and subjugation in the name of 
the Prifcce of Peace. But a force has 
been at work, and is operating to-day. 
more powerful than traditional (Jhrlailan- 
Uy. and this force Is bound to change 
the face of the wrorld. It Is the spirit of 
divine humanity, of God In man. that had 
its highest illustration In Jesus of Naxa- 
reth, but Is not monop<»liz«d by any re- 
llgon. This force Is bound to reshape the 
politics nnd policies of nations, and put «n 
end to the brutal wars iha.t have so dark¬ 
ened the pagira of human history. All 
the great poets and reformers have had 
dreams of the golden era of righteous¬ 
ness and peace. Tennyson sang of a time 
when the battlefiags shall be nirled. and 
a Parliament of Man shatl legislate for 
a fe<lerat«d world. Those men were not 
wild-eyed vlshmartes; they were hut fore- 
casting In the visions of genliis the Ideals 
toward which the w >rld is mo\ing. Per¬ 
haps the most significant event in nn'Klem ! _ ___ „ ___ __ 

history was the Peace Congress at the i gress has devoted so much time and voted

OurrecentOmgresj 
spent as much, or more time, in discuss¬ 
ing questions affectmg war, directly or 
Indirectly, than U gave to any of th»> 
.serious domestic p.»x>blems that are press¬ 
ing for solution. Enormous sums have 
been voted for Inoreasing our armamr^n’s. 
multiplying battleships and dlpplkylng the 
trappings of war on Sham battletields. 
And what Is the pretext that Is offereil 
for all this waste of substance? The fear 
of attack from other Powers! We are 
warned that if wo do not provide a navy 
large enough to defend our I’tt.OOO miles of 
coast, "our shores wrlll become a path- 
w*ay foiv our enemies." In 1JJ8G our naval 
bimget was less tlutn fifteen mirUons. To¬ 
day It is one hundred millions, and the 
President of the Senate has recently de¬ 
clared that It %vlll reach two hundred mil¬ 
lions—fifteen mlllJona than the enor¬ 

mous navy of Great Britain costs to-day. 
Does any sensible man believe that our 
country is In the slightest danger of In¬ 
vasion by any foreign Power? It Is In 
lees danger than tt was twenty years ago. 
whan we had no navy to speak of. 

• • • 

Danger From Military Bluster. 

No. the only dani^r to our country lies 
In a policy of crlmnal aggression and 
bluster, and the temptation to tvrritoilai 
aggrandlcement. And this Is bred by a 
colossal navy. America has no enemies 
in the W’orld to-day. and will have none 
unless we provoke them ourselves. It Is 
folly and worse than folly to wrastc the 
resources that ought to be spent upon 
needed improvements at home, in the edu¬ 
cation and higher clvIUxation of our pc^D- 
pte. In lightening the burdens of taxa¬ 
tion, and In ten thousand needed enter- 
prises—it is worse than folly, I say, to 
spend these resources upon preparations 
for wars that will never come upon us. 
Yet this Is precisely wliat we are doing 
to-day, and the evil Is likely to Increase 
rather than diminish, unless the people 
of this ooumry call a halt to this ag¬ 
gressive policy of militarism. 

UTiat is needed most of all to-day is to 
iHlucate the people upon this subject. It 
fs not so much a question of party poli¬ 
tics. however much polUidana may try to 
make it so. It lies much deeper than this. 
No Conger5?s would flare to pursue a pol* 
lc>' nranlfestly comlemned by the masses 
of the people. It Is because the masse, 
of the people have become Intoxicated by 
the sentiments of a false patriotism that 
mistakes the false glory of aggressive 
expanslr»n for the genuine patriotism that 
Is showm in lo.valty to the highest Ideals 
of democracy* that are written large upon 
the pages of our history and our noblest 
tradlilons—it Is because of this that Con- 


Hague in ISGd 

This congress has not eradicated the 
lust of territorial expansion, which Glad¬ 
stone once called "the original sin of na¬ 
tions." But It set up a pt-rmanent court 
of arbitration, to wftilch the nations may 
resort for the sottlement of thelp dls- 
put»>a. It ha.s removed every possible ex¬ 
cuse for war. except the innate passion 
of nations to expand their territories at 
the expense of weaker peoples. Out of 
The Hague congress has grown the sig¬ 
nificant movement for the establishing of 
an international Parliament to frame and 
codify a system of international laws for 
the guidance of the nations In their rela¬ 
tions with each other. It la significant 
of the best sentiment of this country that 
Massachusetts, through her StatSe 
ture. and Pennsylvania, through a peti¬ 
tion signed dty all the Judges of her su¬ 
preme Court, have memorlalixed the ITnlr- 
ed States Congress upon the subject, urg¬ 
ing the pressing need of such a j^rlla- 
ment. These are splendid omens of peace. 

■ a « 

United States Should Lead. 

In this great movement for peace, and 
uUhnately for the disarmament of the n;x- 
tlons, our own country Should take the 
lead. Tho United States has been the 
gr^at peace Power of Uio world in the 
past. There has been little temptation, 
except In ono caae. to indulge tne lust 
of territorial aggrandlzomenl. We have 
been free from oirtalde entanglements, and 
have followed pretty clooely the precepts 
of Washington and Monroe. But we are 
reminded that the conditions have vastly 
changed since the dnya of the fathers. 
We iLave not solved all the perplexing 
problems of democratic government, and 
we have still a tremendous tvk upon our 
hands to justify the faith or tho found¬ 
ers of the republic. In the face of the 
ettipenclous tasks before us as a nation 
to get our own affairs In order, we are 
now confronted w’Uh the additional task 
of helping to solve the great world-prob¬ 
lems outside. Tho nations seem to expect 
It from us; and a large proportion of our 
people seem to accept th© alluatlon as de- 
tormlrKHl by an Ine\itable fate. Perhaps 
It is wcfl that this should be so. Nations 
cant no longer live to themselves any more 
thak Individuals. It has been said that 
"We are transcervdJng tho view of tho 
world which for political purposes sees li 
primarily as two hemiimhercs, Instead of 
a« one great wholo." The Intricate net¬ 
work of relations, both oommerclal and 
political, as well os ohe higher ethical re¬ 
lations of mankind, make it practically 
Impoiiolble for this nation to remain a dis¬ 
interested si>ectator of the events of the 
outside world. Our wa** with Spain, and 
our posltkm fn the Philippines have kd t 


so much money to bo spent In tmttleshlps 
that In a few years will be relegated to 
the junk-heapsr- One great value. If not 
the supreme value of th^ International 
peace congresses. Is their effect In creat¬ 
ing and spreading a 'higher ptib:io oenti 
ment upon theiss vital questions. 

Glory Not In Marching Armies. 

The glory of this nation lies not In the 
barbaric splendor of marching armies, nqr 
!n the TOuttlplleation of arnmred ships 
and implements of human slaughter, but 
rather In the strength and beauty of a 
splendid manhood and womanhood,'In the 
mulilplicntlon of tho opportunities and 
stitiinons which raJe© and bless manki 
In displaying to the nations the real glo¬ 
ries of a peace-loving and peace-making 
republic, adorned by tho lives of rlght- 
^us, Hean, soIf-controlled clUxens who 
love ti»lr country because of the grand 
IdcaJs for which she stands, and because 
they see In her the promise and potency 
of a monil and political greatness that 
shall make her the pattern and the pro- 

? rramme for tho mitions of the wrorld to 
ollow.

$1.05, Mr. Llchtstem aoW them five mil¬ 
lions bushels or more that he bought at 
eighty-five to ninety-five cents.

From a 
point near eighty cents Mr. Llchtstern 
quietly took on a load of 5.000.000 bush¬ 
els or more. The street was as puzzled 
as before as to the source of this tre¬ 
mendous bu>ing. Meanwhile the price 
had crossed ninety cents. Then came 
the "rust" reports in the Northw’est and 
the light threshing returns from the 
Southwest Before August 1 Septem¬ 
ber wheat crt)«psed $1. It w*ent on to 
$1.05 and $1.10 and $1.15, and finally 

When It got to $1.03 or $1.04 and the 
talent and the public fought to buy It 
was Mr. Llchtstern who sold It to them. 
Hla profit w*as from fifteen to tw’enty 
cents a bushel on about five million 
bushels. 

The fortune of Mr. Llchtstern before 
he entered upon these tw’o campaigns 
Is estimated at $1,000,000. He made 
most of It on a straight commlsrion and 
brokerage business. HU wealth to-day. 
on which he retires. Is said to be $3.- 
000,000.

T he story of football begins far 
bark In history, and has, ex^cept 
for a brief porlchl, steadily grown 
In favor. Even In the early dawn 
of Grecian plvlllzatlon a simple form of 
this sport was enjoyed. Tlvcn a rude ball, 
made of bladder or rough skin, was used, 
and the players propelIe<l It by kicking, 
not being allowed lo put the ball forwaid. 
lo any manner, by the use of the hands. 

The Romans, t*Jo. were exiwrt player*. 
They called It harpa^tum. As the history 
of the word Implies, they, unlike the 
Greeks, were permitted to seize iht? ball 
In tbe4r hands and carry U, as well as 
kick It. 

Football is a much older game Umn 
cricket, and is more suitable for the win¬ 
ter season. In fact. It was soon called 
the "winter game." cricket being dubbed 
the "summer game." 

Jt Is believed that "TIu* History of Lon¬ 
don." by William Fllzstephen, written 
al>out the year 1175, riuikt-s tiie fli^t his¬ 
toric mention of LMs game In England, 
although It seems certain that t: w.is 
Introduced Into Orvat Britain in early 
times by the Romans. 

in England, for a long time, there were 
no cIuIms. no code of rules, and no special 
organizations to give control. In any way. 
of this exciting pastime. On .Shrove 
Tuesday jHruplc of all ages und both sexvs 
were seen on the football field In two 
great contending force,*, to be found wher¬ 
ever there was opportunity for ml* spir- 
Ited conte.Tt. 

There seemed to be little organization. 
Each person was permitted to use almost 
any means, fair or foul, to get the ball 
to the desired goal. So rough did the 
g*Amc grow th.Ht even throughout the city 
of Ltindon window shutters became a ne¬ 
cessity, and In many coses barricades 


were built around houses in locailiies 
where the game was waged most fiercely. 
This sort of thing could not last long. 

The game foil Into great dlprepute. B.sn 
In the lime of James I. ih^ heir apparent 
to the throne was forH^iddc^n to play, the 
King Keying: ‘'The g.ime Is ineeter for 
laming than for making able the user* 
thereof." Into such msfiavor had the 
game come In 1830 that, for thirty years 
almost nothing was seen of this, th^n, 
rollicking. noUy, turbulant scone of the 
■Shrovetide season. 

But In I860 amateur athletics were or- 
ganlztd In Etigiaml by the public school 
and unlvenrlty m-en, and m this wide- 
iqn^ead movement football wras to have 
due promlnonv^e. 

,\il once the game ngain grew pipular. 
Now the whole English nation was 
strangely moveil by thH» aimisement. Soon 
It was seen that oar^fuUy formulated 
rules must be made. There must b» a so¬ 
ciety with i»ow'er to legislate. So the 
Footixall Association wo* organized In 
1883. This society stood for a strictly anJ 
carefully played g.ime. If possible every 
play w.»* to be rogulotrfl by exact rule*. 
So, In 1871, the Ru^y Football Union was 
InstlluleJ. This society stood fi»r a less 
strictly guarded giime. 

The nssvx'liiiiott used a ball In the shape 
of a perfect sj lvge. the union one tgg- 
shaped. The balls were now much Im- 

{ »rovod, being nrxide then much as now, 
>y using Inmiiwl India rubber bladders 
covered with leather carefully lac^ to¬ 
gether. 

In the United States the great college^ 
and un'iversiMes. as in England. led in 
giving poiHilarlty to footlmll. And the 
Interest manifested In this form of athlet¬ 
ic.* has been, and Is now, In most sections, 
lnten.*c and ubsorbliig. 

Now not only do tne colleges and unl- 
veri<{tles have their teairve to win honors 
for their r«?spectlve Institutions, hu-t. also, 
It Is found tha< almost all the small 
schools, the town high schools, vinages, 
etc., are represented by well organized 
leamsk

If it should prove true one of the most 
lemarkabte things in ring history hap¬ 
pened.

For several months the New Albany 
♦-'ommon Council has been considering 
propusillona for tracts of land, suitable 
for cemetery purposes. 

Propceltlons for the sale of lands 
have been made by Benjamin Jolls- 
t'Hlnt, eighty-seven acres west of the 
fair grounds; Messrs. Gwin, Cheap, 
Korb and otberB, seventy-seven, across 
a short distance east of the city; W. 
McK. Hester and others, 127 acres be¬ 
tween the Slate Run road and the Sil¬ 
ver bluffs. It Is expected that proposi¬ 
tions will be made from the Llndemann 
estate, for a large tract of land near 
Fairvlew cemetery and separated from 
It by FaiUlng Run creek and from 
Charles D. Wolfe for a large tract on 
the Paoll pike, north of the city. No 
definite action has been taken yet 
and another meeting will be held within 
a few days, when It is expected that 
other propositions will be submitted. It 
Is the intention of the committee to ex¬ 
amine all the tracts offered, and the 
owners wiU be required to make exca¬ 
vations of sufficient depth In order to 
ascertain if the land is suitable for 
burial purposes.

UPWARD MOVEMENT 


PBOBABLY HAS NOT BEACHED 
ITS CULMINATION. 


BETTER TONE TO THE MARKET 


Says Henry Clews In His Weekly 
Beview of Financial Con¬ 
ditions. 


Busineiss In the corn pit Is fair in ex¬ 
tent and moderately active, without, at 
the close of the week’s trading, showing 
material change In values of the grain 
compared with prices ruling at the 
close of the previous week. The battle 
of the crop statlstlcjans Is still being 
waged with unabatlng vigor, and with¬ 
out sign of advantage to either aide of 
the argument. 

Receipts are small and shipments of 
generous bulk. Old corn is In limited 
compass, and the new much in need of 
less moisture and a continuance of the 
stimulating w'armth that Is hurrying 
its belated remainder to an otherwise 
satisfactory termination. 

According to the beat advices there Is 
no corn still standing that a week of 
dry weather without frost w’ould leave 
aqbject ^ to the vicissitudes of the 
weather.* That would add several hun¬ 
dred million bushels to the merchant¬ 
able quantity of the season’s produc¬ 
tion that has been quivering In the 
balance for the last two weeks. It 
would add to the quantity available 
for shipment from the farms as much 
as will sutnee for all the prospective 
export demand of the season, even If 
that should Increase to fourfold the 
volume of the last month’s average; it 
would fill the gap between commercial 
channels and what olhenvise might be 
merely generous sufficiency. 

• • • 

Oat? Market Dull. 


The oats market Is steady and un¬ 
usually dull. Speculative interest con¬ 
tinues to be largely confined to those 
who have the oats sold for future de- 
llveiy against the cash oats held here 
and elsewhere, and those who had the 
grain bought because of reasonable 
price ns compared with corn, taking 
acfount of tho former’s unusually fine 
quality. 

The rapid growth of the visible sup¬ 
ply find the equally great additions 
that are known to be accruing to the 
stocks In cominorclal hand.s that do not 
figure in the quantity in sight have 
kept the demand In the last week In 
check, while fine quality alone as an 
Inducement for purchases was losing 
Its effect. 

The freedom with which the farmers 
are parting with their oats indicates tho 
abundance of the yield, and tho opin¬ 
ion Is fust becoming general that no 
such aggrregate of oats was ever before 
inlsed from one crop In the United 
States. The visible is now about throe 
times the bulk of that of last year, and 
outside of that Interior elevators are 
V»elng taxed to their fullest capacity, 
according to the advices that filter 
through the usual channels of Informa¬ 
tion. 

The expected export demand has not 
as yet made its appearance, and there 
is now doubt of its coming anill prices 
find a aoinewhat lower level.

Provisions Fairly Active. 

Frovl8lon.s sre fairly activ#*. and a 
feeling of confidence In the future Is 
apparent In the atmosphere of the pit. 
Lard has been leading In strength, 
which has in»plred buying In the re¬ 
mainder of the list. The trade believes 
l.tnl i.s in an unusually strong position. 
b<qh SK to the swiftly-dlmlnlshlng 
KUu'ks and the briskness of the ship¬ 
ping demand. Manufacturers have for 
some lime been buying the tlerced lard 
owing f.» the scarcity of the loose, In 
order to meet the pressing demand for 
shipment of the refined. 

There are said to be no evidences 
that poll.: to a light run of hogs for the 
remainder of the calendar year, and 
♦he consumption of eurocl meats of all 
kinds is reporteil excellent both at 
home and abroad. Commission houses 
Cor the most p:irt are advising pur- 
chuses, and such udvlce Is being fol¬ 
lowed to a large extent.

Dullness At Stockyards. 

Dullness, with lower prices, has been 
the rule nt the stockyards. In jhe 
closing se.sslons there were rallies, nnd 
the upturn added a nickel to hog 
values, hut with this advance the c1o.h<* 
was a dime lower than last Saturday. 
Buying by packers nnd the lining of 
S'inie orders by shippers caused the ud- 
viinre.

The trade In catUc In the last week 


New York. Oct. 1.—The market Is Just 
now In a rather exceptions! position. 
Values In nfkny caaea sre na high aa con- 
ditloms warrant, hut tho technical poal- 
tlon of tho market Is such that the sd* 
vanco may eaally be continued to a higher 
level, and tho prevalent opinion among 
those -who ought to knrm' is that the up¬ 
ward movement has not by any means 
reached its culmination. 

There have been genuine and well- 
grounded reasons for the advances thus 
far. A satisfactory harvest, good prices 
for farm products, easy money In abund¬ 
ance, a partial rmlval of business and a 
Btre>ngthenlng of confidence in financial 
circles have all Imparted a better tefne to 
the stock market and afforded le|dtlmute 
reasons for the recoverj’ which has re¬ 
cently taken place In securities. Conserv¬ 
ative opinion is that stocks are now sell¬ 
ing as high as justified upon either pres¬ 
ent or prospective conditions. As prices 
rise (ha temptations to reallxe increase 
and a good many shares are already sell¬ 
ing at eocceedingly high figures. Not a 
few cautious i)eople argue that all the 
satisfactory Infiuencos In the market have 
been amply discounted, especially as some 
of the most optimistic expectatloiui ns to 
crops and lndiu»try have not been realised. 
On 6lie other hand, experience reminds us 
that all important movements run to ex¬ 
tremes. During the last serious declines 
values went much below intrinsic worth, 
and now that the rebound is on there Is 
nothing in sight to prevent tho pendulum 
swinging ns far In the other direction. 
That Is the almost unbroken history of 
market movementa. and is as necessary a 

f )art of correct reading of the future as 
s the legitimate sttidy of crops, finances 
and the multitude of other factors govern¬ 
ing values. Human nature is still respon¬ 
sible for extremes of fear and confidence, 
and it cannot be entirely ellmlnateil from 
stock market fluctuations. Investors nviy 
safely Ignore this factor, btit professional 
speculators usually play with more or less 
skill and success u(Km these transient in¬ 
fluences. which constitute an important 
source of profit tiLthe skillful trader. 

But a really more Important fact<»r than 
mere sentiment In the present condition 
of the market is the attitude of the big 
holders. Our heavy capitalisU were large 
buyers of securities on the Inst decliive. 
chiefly as a matter of self-protection. 
These securities they still hold, not hav¬ 
ing succ(K>ded in dlstrfi>utlng them to uny 
extent. The powerful support of these 
holders, as tn’cH ns that of the financial 
institutions which they control. Is the 
chief element In the market at present. 
’Phoee gentlemen have succeded in putting 
the morket up upon themselves. They 
have created new and wide activity 
among the various cliques, without, how¬ 
ever. thus far disposing of any large 
share of their surplus. They are thus of 
necessity committed to the bull side, and 
ua there is nothing in sight to Interfere 
with rhefr operations, except public indif¬ 
ference or limitations of the money mar¬ 
ket. the chances of thrtr success are 
good so long as the various cliques hold 
togellwr. Whenev*»r the market Is strong 
there follows more or less Inside selling, 
which, however, is w»>11 difgutsed and 
do«’« not yet seem to have been sufficient 
to weaken the general market. 

No adverse influences have developed in 
tho outside situation. Tho crop killers 
have lost their vocation, and while tho 
yield of corn, cotton and wheat is below 
early estimates, which Is the almost un¬ 
broken rule, sttll a liberal supply of corn 
and cotton Is practically nasured, and so 
far as wheat is concerned this country 
Is likely to secure compensation In high 
prices for the lOO.OOO.nfO bushels which It 
seems able to spare for export. A vsrv 
encouraging feature Is the continued 
growth of bonk clearings, which is not 
entirely .attributable to Stock Exchange 
Operations. Another good feature Is the 
improvement In railroad earnings. 

The general soundness of business and 
financial conditions, as well .vs the almost 
complete absence of disturbing issues, 
leaves the market open to further man¬ 
ipulation: and since the interests of tho#^ 
In comrol are In the direction of higher 
prices tho 'probabilities are that the rise 
has mil reached its climax. Not until the 
large holders have lightened their burden, 
or until less favorable conditions develop, 
is the market likely to see any serious 
weakness. Moderate roactlous may be 
expected, followed, however, by su^tan- 
tlal rallies as long ns present forces 
govern. Purchasers therefore will atilt 
have to exercise much caution and dls- 
crtmlnatlon.

AN EXCELLENT PRODUCER 


BROUGHT IN IN THE CUMBER¬ 
LAND COUNTY FIELD. 


WELLS IN PULASKI COUNTY. 


T.«exlngton, Ky., Oct. 2—[Special.]— 
The principal feature of Interest In the 
Kentucky-Tennessee oil field last week 
was an advance In the price of crude 
oil by the Standard Oil Company, The 
lighter grade received a ihree-cent ad¬ 
vance. bringing it up to $1.01 per bar¬ 
rel. while the heavier grade was ad¬ 
vanced two cents per barrel, bringing 
It up to sixty cents per barrel 

Operations In the lower developments 
resulted In the coming in of a number 
of producers of hirger capacity than 
Usual. Results from %vlldcatting are 
beginning to be obtained, and several 
strikes of this kind showed up last 
week, one In the Tennessee develop- 
mentfl being of especial Interest. Con¬ 
tinued adx'ancps have been made in re- 
8 pe<’t to the number of rigs put into the 
field, but the number of completions If 
kept down to ibe average on account of 
so many rigs being tied up by a scarc¬ 
ity of water. 

Last week an excellent producer was 
landed in Cumberland county by the 
Greensbu rg Petroleum Company, a 
Pennsylvania concern The Initial ca¬ 
pacity Is 100 barrels dally One other 
strike of small capacity was made in 
that division last week. The runs from 
CumberUud county continue good, but 
the output will be tied up for a few 
days ap a result of the pumping station 
being de.stroyed by lightning the ear¬ 
lier part of the week.

AND CROP ALARMISTS, 

Wheat Is now being exported at the rate of 
about 1.060.066 huslnls a week, a considerable 
falling off as co»npar#d with lost year. poa*lbly I 
due to the high price But that them will he 
enough wheat to go round ifier# la little doubt 
Touching this point the Journal of Commevee 
makes some lntere.*tlng cvmments ll says 
that the gyrations of the wheat market hav# 
gone to the beads of some of the en’op alarm- 
tsu. The reports that we xre hkely to have 
a scant bread supply, and the Intima¬ 
tions that we may possibly hav# 
to import wheat, assum# an enormous lncr«ra.«e 
In the consumption of wheat, of which there 
Is thus far nothing known. An Increase of 
prosperity doe* not stimulate wheat consump¬ 
tion except In a population that haa been tn 
the habit of eating someth.ng less palatable. A 
decrease of prrwperUy doea not Increase ih# 
consumption of bread unleoa the need of 
economy I* so great as \o drive th# peopt* 
from the use of mi^t. The country to not mot# 
prosperous thsn for the last few years, and If 
It wem the fact would nut ham atlmvUated 
bread eating, for the people have almost uni¬ 
formly been rich enough to eat bread. There 
were some Indication* during the depression 
of a few years ago that the consumption of 
w'heat had declined, but the evidence was not 
clear, and during one of those Imn year# 75.- 
000.060 bushels of wheat was fed to stock be- 
causa It was cheap and corn was scarce. The 
country, however, ha# not lost prosperity Iri* 
Che lost year or so to an extent that wr>uld 
suggest that It had given uf> animal food and 
fallen t>ark on th# staff of life.

LiiTger Crop Than That of 
Last Year. 


Saturdi. OhfnJng. Oct. 1.—Tha movement of 
cotton Into sight for the week was very heavy, 
amounting to 551.664 balea. a fart which does 
not argue well for ifiiort crop predictions. The 
movement has Increased since lost week about 
200.000 bales, and also shows a similar approx¬ 
imate gain over the total for the c<»rro*p<jodlng 
week lost year. Since September 1 of this year 
the total morvement Into sight has amounted to 
1.8t>3.445 bales, compared with 760.23.8 fw the 
same period last year, or nearly double. Tt la 
•igntfleant that almost half of this has already 
be.-n exported. Tha visible supidy of American 
cotton I* now 1.2S7.4iH bales, the movement 
Into consumption for the week amounting to 
only 12e..H67 bales. 

The fact that the movement Is ahead of 
that of the month of September two year* ago 
Is worthy of consideration. The Financial 
Ohronlcl* eetlmoied the crop of that year as 
20,727.000 bale*.

ENGLAND'S PET BAND 


COMING TO LOUISVILLE FOR 
TWO CONCERTS. 


History of Organization Almost 
Common With That of the 
British AiTuy. 


The pet band of England's King will 
be heard In Louisville In two concerts 
next Sunday—afternoon and evenfng— 
at hlacauley'a Theater. Under the di¬ 
rection of A. Williams, a conductor not 
unknown to fame, the Grenadier 
Guards have received a flattering re¬ 
ception since their arrival Iji the Unit¬ 
ed States, and iheir music, which for 
ithirty-two years has not been heard 
outside of King Edward’s domain, has 
found favor w^th American audiences. 

The history of the band Is inter- 
fningled with that of the British army 
as far hack as lf)37, when tt was com¬ 
posed of drums and fifes. This was In 
the days of Queen Mary. King 
Charles In 1684 added twelve "haut- 
bols," and this is undoubtedly the ear¬ 
liest record of a band, other than drum 
and fife, in the Hriilah army. Fnom 
that time on various Instruments were 
added until In the beginning of the last 
century the MUltary Band of the Gren¬ 
adier Guards was fully organized. It 
went with the army of occupation to 
purls In ISll). and rapidly Improved 
after Its return from that city. Having 
a succession of good bandmasters, ajid 
holding all of those privileges u’hlch a 
band permanently stationed In London 
enjoys, its conductors had no dlfllculty 
In obtaining and retaining the services 
of cxipable musicians. 

It paid a visit to the United States in 
1872 undet the leadership of Dan God¬ 
frey, who, ten years before his retire¬ 
ment in IS79, was made a Lieutenant— 
the first bandmaster In the army to re- 
eelve a commission. He was succeeded 
by Mr. Williams, the present conductor, 
an accomplished muHlclan of the new 
school, who found the tradltiona which 
had become established hard to over¬ 
come. He succeeded, however, and the 
band Is said to stand now on a higher 
plane than ever before. 

The organization, numbering sLxty- 
«ne men, was highly complimented dur¬ 
ing its recent engagement at the St. 
X/OUl8 Exposition, and will doubtless be 
welcomed in l/ouisville by all who ap¬ 
preciate good music.

REPUBLICANSAPPEAL TO JEWS 


Efforts are being made to Induce 
Henry L. Stone to become a candidate 
for Judge on the Republican ticket, 
and It is said on good authority that 
If he will accept, Burton Vance will 
again be turned down by the custom¬ 
house crowd. For some reason best 
known to themselves Mr. Vance, who 
has worked hard and faithfully for the 
politicians now In the ascendency, has 
never Had his personal ambitions 
w’armly seconded by the men w’ho 
could do him most good, and his 
chances of securing the nomination for 
Judge depend entirely on their failure 
to find some one else who wants the 
place. 

Mr. Stone has been .approached and 
asked to be the candidate for Judge, 
but he did not receive the suggcstinti 
favorably, and though he did not give 
a final answer, said he did not w'ant to 
run. Mr. Stone’s ambition. It Is said. 
Is to be the party’s candidate for May¬ 
or at the next city election, and he 
does not want to establish too long a 
record as a loser. 

APPEwAL TO JEWISH VOTERS. 

The Republicans Issue a Circular Let¬ 
ter. 

The latest eftorl to catch votes for 
the Republican ticket has come In the 
shape of an np|)efU to tne Jewish vot¬ 
ers of the city. A circular letter, sign¬ 
ed by a Federal office-holder, has been 
mailed to many of the prf.>mlnont Jew¬ 
ish residents of Louisville, calling their 
attention to President Roosevelt’s pro¬ 
fession of affection for the Jewdsh race. 
The letter includes a reference to the 
Kishinef massacre and Mr. Roose¬ 
velt’s action in allowing the State De¬ 
partment to send the petition of the 
Jews of America to the Russian Gov¬ 
ernment. The letter has had no ef¬ 
fect, as the W’ell-Informed Jews of 
Louisville know that Mr. Roosevelt’s 
action was simply taken for the pur¬ 
pose of appeasing the American Jews, 
and that he declined to supplement the 
petition with a mesiyige from the 
United States Government that would 
have caused the Russians to pay S4*)me 
attention to it. 

(INFERENCE WITH HUNTER 


Is Held By W. R. Ramsey, His At¬ 
torney. 

William R. Ramsey, Dr. W. Godfrey 
Hunter’s attorney, arrived In Louisville 
last night, and held a long conference 
with the Eleventh district Congress¬ 
man. Dr. Hunter’s plans in regard to 
his contest with Don C. Edwands for 
the Republican nomination for Con¬ 
gress were discussed. Dr. Hunter Is 
still silent as to his inteptlons. but his 
friends say he has not yet abandoned 
the fight. Many have urged- him to 
make a oonlest If for nothing else to 
expose the fraud and corruption which 
were used In the hope of bringing about 
his defeat.

NEW LAW IS IN EFFECT. 


BUT TWO DAYS IN WHICH TO 
B.FOISTEB. 


MUST GET A CERTIFICATE. 


Registration of voters who will cast 
their ballots on November 8 begins to¬ 
morrow morning, and will continue for 
two days only, instead of three as here¬ 
tofore. In addition to having their 
names registered on the ofilclal books, 
each voter will be given a certificate 
which will show that his name has 
been legally registered and this certifi¬ 
cate will be evidence that the person 
presenting It Is entitled to vote. With¬ 
out the certificate no man will be al¬ 
lowed to vote. For this reaeon it Is Im¬ 
portant that every voter shall get a 
certificate and both political parties 
will 'have representatives on hand to 
see that a man does not forget this 
certificate. 

The prep^nt registration will be the 
first under the new law requiring the 
certificate, and It is expected that reg¬ 
istration will be slow on the first day. 
until the officers have become accus¬ 
tomed lo the preparation of the re¬ 
quired papers. I«lach certificate must 
be signed by all four of the election 
officers. This was decided by the Court 
of Appeals when It gave Its opinion on 
the constitutionality of the new la'tA*. 
Each officer must write his name on 
the certificate in ink, and In addition 
the name of the voter, hla re.ildence 
and a personal description must also 
he put on the paper. 

All persons eligible to vK>\e on Novem¬ 
ber 8 mu5t register either to-morrow or 
Wednesday or they cannot cast their 
ballots. E\'en though a man will not 
become of legal age until after the reg- 
istrailon, but A\ili be twenty-one year.v» 
old on November 8. he has a right lo 
register, and is required to in order lo 
vote. 

Three days were set aside for regis¬ 
tration In Louisville Up to this year, 
but during the past summL'r the Gen¬ 
eral Council. In order to cut down the 
coat to the city, provided for only one 
extra day of registration Instead of 
two. Tuesday Ls the day for registra¬ 
tion pet aside by the State, but cities 
mny provide for additional days of reg¬ 
istration, as they may see fit. The fact 
that only two days are allowed for reg¬ 
istration this year, combined with the 
new law requiring certificates, makes it 
Important to all those who want to vote 
that they should register early and not 
wait until the second day, when they 
may be unable to gel their names en¬ 
tered In time. The polls will remain 
open until » o'clock at night so that 
men who work all during the day will 
be able to register after they have fin¬ 
ished work. 

Everything Is in readin»?ss for the 
registration to-morrow. The voting 
places have ell been provided for. the 
olection officers selected and every de¬ 
tail completed. Except for the certifi¬ 
cates of registration, the old law Is In 
eftect and no changes have been made 
in It. 

A heavy vote Is expected in Louis¬ 
ville this year, as it Is'preeldential year 
and several of the county officers are 
to be filled. A Judge of the Circuit 
Court, to fill the place made vacant by 
the death of Judge Upton W. Muir, will 
he elected, as wlH also a new County 
Attorney. The voters will also elect a 
Congressman, and this race Ls attract¬ 
ing a great deal of Interest, as the Re¬ 
publicans are making a strong effort to 
elect ihclr candidate. The vote on pres¬ 
idential years Is always heavier than 
at any other time, and this year It Is 
expected that the registered vote will 
be in excess of other years.

NVELOPES were first used for 
letters in 1S39. and the first en¬ 
velopes in general use In the 
city of Louls\ille were made by 
Mr. E. N. Maxwell, the long-time well- 
kno^vn book and stationary merchant 
on Main street. An envelope. In the 
early 41)8. had come to the M.'ixw'ell 
firm from the East, and was naturally 
the subject of considerable attention 
and discussion os a business novelty. 
Mr. Maxwell told his brother he thought 
he could make envelopes, and he be¬ 
lieved they would come Into general 
use. So he carefully opened the New 
York envelope—not knowing then that 
It was called on “envelope”—took it to 
a tinner’s, and had Its exact pattern 
cut In tin. He had also an oblong tin 
pattern cut. over which to fold the en¬ 
velope, The paper which he used In 
making these early envelopes was 
known os “post-office paper”—a brown¬ 
ish, heavy paper then used In all Gov¬ 
ernment correspondence. With a sharp 
penknife Mr. Maxwell cut hundreds ,nf 
envelopes from one of his tin models, 
and folded them accurately over the 
other. They sold at once, and much 
faster than he could produce them. All 
the Government paper which he could 
secure was ex'hausted, and a memb-?r 
of the Maxwell firm made a .stage trip 
over the Alleghany mountains to the 
East to buy more paper. The 
quantity brought back was soon 
absorbed In ihe Maxwell handi¬ 
craft envelope factory, and on 
the second stage trip Mr. Maxw^ell 
learned that Eastern-made envelopes

Mr. Block 4s the president of the 
Grand Lodge, district No. 2. ^ith Jur.s- 
dictlon over about ten States. Ihclud- 
Ing Kentucky. 

’I’he lo<’al lodge will have a meeting 
to be addressed by both Mr. Block and 
Mr. Wolf Tuesday evening, October 4. 
Ht its lodge rooms in the'Masonic Tem¬ 
ple building. This meeting will be open 
to non-members. 

Mr. Simon WolTs subject will be 
“What has the Order of B’nal Brith 
Contributed in Solving Jewish Prob¬ 
lems?” President Block will si>eak up¬ 
on the subject, "The Purposes of thr 
Order.” 

The Order of B'nal Brith Is regarded 
aa the leading Jewish order of the 
world and has been especially active in 
recent years In solving important Jew¬ 
ish problems. Under Its control are 
maintained the various Jewish orphan 
asylums of the country, that of this 
distidct being at Cleveland. Ohio. This 
orphan asylum Is considered one of the 
model Institutions of its kind in the 
world, the children In It receiving not 
only an ordinary school education, but 
the more advanced courses such as are 
l^ven in *he best high schools. 

The order also maintains at Cleveland 
an Old Folks* Home, and at Denver the 
order h«s a hospital for consumptives, 
open to all creeds. Samuel Grabfclder, 
of J«ouls\ille. is the jirepldent of the 
Denver hospital, and has been one of 


the largest contributors to Its support. 

Apart from its charities, the order has 
been active in the last few years In 
w'ork of a social eharaoter. It w'as under 
the supervision of this order 4hat the 
protest was made lo the Czar of Russia 
against the Kisheneff massacres. Jn 
this work Messrs. Simon Wolf and the 
late l^eon N. Levi, of New York, his 
predecessor as president of the order, 
were especially active. the Czar 

of Hussla refused to receive the peti¬ 
tion, Its contents were made knowqi to 
him, and It is believed that It was due 
to this that the slight amelioration of 
the condition of the Jews In Huesla was 
recently brought about. 

The order also maintains an indus¬ 
trial removal office, the purpose of 
whk-h Is to prevent the congestion of 
emigram Jews in the Oheiio districts 
of New York and other large cities. 
Under the supeniidon of this office, 
with its Ijranchcj* in every large city, 
thousands of Jews are yearly remov^ 
from the crowded East Side districts of 
New York, Boston and other large 
seaports lo the agricultural communi¬ 
ties of the West and established In 
agricultural and Industrial pursuits, 
varying \>idely from Uhat in which they 
were engaged In New York. Through 
the work of the order Immigrant Jews^ 
are rapldjy being Americanized an»l 
tauglst the duties of good citizenship 
and tikri)ugh Its efforts the baneful ef¬ 
fects of the congestion of emigrant 
foreigners Into districts devoid of 
Amer^ran influences are avoided, 

.>tr. Wolf is a leading lawyer of 
W’ashingtpn and has held a number of 
Important positions In the service of the 
Ghvernroent, having been R*?c.^:)rder\ of 
De-eds for the District of t"V>lumh!a for 
about ten years, and was In the foreign 
diplomatic aerxice for several years, 
being a’t one time Consul General and 
Agent Dlpio«mi«6lque of the United 
States in Egypt. His son Is now on 
the Supreme bench at Porto Rico. 

Mr. Block is one of the leading law¬ 
yers of Kansas City. Mo., and bas al¬ 
ways been prominent In the work of 
the B’nal Brith.
